«I'is iniportant that the laws should be revised;and published in some 
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more tangible form; as no facilities for binding havo hithorto oxisted 
among us, they have been distributed on loose sheets, and soon lost, 
mispl.tced, or worn out. { 

I now again suggest thata commission be appointed, not only to 
gathor up and revise tho old,. but furnish a code of practice for our 
courts, laws regulating Executors. and Administrators, descent of Prop- 
erty, and other laws of a general nature. : 

It will be observed by reference to the Adjutant General’s Report that 
the laws regulating the Militiw are very deficient; this in consideration 
with our depending solely upon our own resources for protection and 
defence, becomes & matter of considerable importance, and should en- 
Boge your early attention. ‘ 

respectfully direct your attention to some of the suggestions con- 
tained in that report, as being worthy of your consideration, and if they 
should be found preferable to any other mode, devise such laws and reg- 
ulations as shall bast promote the early and mére complete organization’ 
and maintaining an officient Military farce. ao o 

The depirtmont of the Quartermaster and Commissaries of Subsis- 
tence, need same more availgbie means, iw order to supply demands con- 
atantly occurring, and the better preservation of the publie property. 

The Judiciary laws which under our pi ovisional form of Government 
appeared sufficient, are defective, under our present Territorial organi« 
zation, being inapplicable in many of their provisions to our present site 
uation. The same may also be said of the Election, Revenue, ant sev- 
eral other Iys. i 

In relation to the Revenue law, Lwould respectfully auggost that the 
Territorial tax be reduced to barely mest the nocessary expenses of the 
Territory; leaving the various Counties to provide, under provigious of 
the proper legislation, for the assessment, collecting, and diahurseniont 
of their own tax, as also ptymont of bounty on Fox and Wolf patos. --; 

T would also suggeat th it the county Assessors and Collectora jn theim 
respective counties, agsess property and collect in Money, the Territo- 
rinl tax, within some reasonable time during the year, which shall bẹ 
fixed by low, : : a 

When the embnrrassments which hava been experienced for the want; 
of a little funds, and the very small amount required of each indiyidudly 
for the support of Gavernmeut, is considered: it woald soep that no-pbe 
staclo should hinder the full and prompt discharge of all such requires:

It cannot be as onerous upon the individaal as it is upon thoseceger 
trus e1 with the affairs of Government, when expected resources - based 
upon mild and equitable law ara doicient. Many of the-Goyvornmental 
expon jitures under our present organizatiomare defrayed by the General 
Government, yet there are many which‘ they do not provide fors p =="- 4 

The Legislature have moreorar heretofore made sppropriatigng for 
the encouragement.of various manufacturing intereste, as alao-for tha 
encourazement of learning; thexe appropriations should be,met;"as-all 
must readily perceive a partial investment madein good faith dpponding: 
upon the public faith for further supplies, being withheld, involves a 
loss of funds already invested, and proves destructive ta the enterprige. 
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§ have no hesitation in saying that our true interest is, and will be most 
wisely consulted m domestic manufacturing, to the exclu-ie1 of ahnost 
every article of imported goods. Our clothing of every d. ss-iption, su- 
gar, canūles, soap, lenther, crockery, paper, glass, nails, much of the 
hardware, castiigs, steel, and miny other aiticles, for which our mer- 
chants continually dram the country of money, might be manufactured 
just aswell nt home, within our own limits, thereby furnishmge lucrative 
employment te the many aitisans of every deseription,who are constantly 
flocking hither, and form the basis of a free and independant State, that 
can inno ether way be accomplished. In all your deliberations on the 
many subjeets that will present themselves before you, I will venture to 
say there Is ‘none so deeply fraught with every consideration of interest, 
which so completely pervaties every class of our citizens, as also every 
department of the Government. Ide therefore most erinestly and sin- 
cérely hope, that all needtul and necessary-encouragement miy be given 
in protective legislation, as wellas in appropriations, as shall be condu- 
cive to the aecomplishment of such desirable results. 

Closely connected with this subjeet, 1s another which has often been a 
source of resection to me, throughout my aequimtance in this Territory, 
which is by ne means limited, I scarcely know of an apprentice to any 
trade. No young mechanics arising to fill the places of those now at 
labor, when they shall hive gone to ther rest. 

Deplorable indeed must bo the sita stion of that People, whose sons 
are not trained in the practice of every usefal avoestion, and whose 
daughters mingle not w the hum ef ta tustry. Far be it fiom me to ac- 
cuse this people of any lack ef industry, but while every enorgy is 
brought into requisition in the most-extended labo-, it well becomes us 
to give the preper direction to that libor, to that untiring and persever- 
me ofort whieh so happily chrractoiizes the history of this People. 

The onjovment of a free md independent Peopls cm be accomplished 
only through this prmoiple. Produce wh vt you consume, draw fiom the 
native element, the necessaries of life permit no vitiated taste to leid 
you into the indulgence of expensive luxmies, which can only be obtain- 
ed by involving yourselves in debt; let home mdustry pro luce every ar- 
ticle of home consumption. 

What hag become of tha interest that parents should hve for their 
offspring ? guardians for their wards + do they net know that a usetul 
trade is of more wo.th to the rising youth thin a pitrimony? that it isa 

atrimony of itself far more noble and befitting than any other? that it, 
is the surest road te distinction’as woll as usefulness thata man gan 
travel? , 

This snbject of course belongs more propertly to the people as it is for 
them to act in the premises, nevertheless the Legislaturs my do mach 
by’ framing wise ands Uuta y laws, m relation to Master and Apprentice; 
which shall eqanlly’secure the 1ights, and protect the interest of both, 
while sustaining thtt relation to ewch othar ” 

Let the proper direction and encoutagement be given, to secure these 
desirable results, and we miy iessonvbly hope ere long, to attain to 
that enviable pasition, real Independence.

The fostering hand of the Government could be exercised te po better 
urpose than providing for the education of the youth. You are doubts 
less alre vy sudicrently alive to the importance of this subject, to extend 
such pecuniary assistance as shall be commensurate with your ability. > 

In accordance with the resolution of the Legislature locating-the seat 
af Government at Pauvan Valley, and autherizmg me to appoint Com- 
missioners to select a site for the Capitol, and seat of Government; I 
complied with that requirement, by appointing Professors Orson, Pratt 
and Albert Carrington, Jesse W. Fox, Esq., William C. Staines, and 
Joseph L. Robinson, said Commissioners. ‘They immediately proqeeded 
to the performance of theht duties, and have made their report, which 
I take great pleisure in presenting to you. ae 
` It apperrs from their observations that the location is far mare. cen- 
iral than this city, and that the valley will sustain a large and dense 
population. _ 

The locating of the seat of Government in that valley, will, it is bes 
lieved, encourage séttlers to go there, and very much facilitate the set- 
tlement of all suitable places in that region. Under all these considera- 
tions, its location at that point appears judicious upon its own merits, 
and will unquestionably advance the already prosperous and vastly in- 
creasing resources of the Territory. At Filmore City, one wing of the 
State House will probally be finished for the accommodation of the en- 
suing Legisliture. This will be built with the funds furnished by the 
General Government, for the erection of suitable public buildings at 
the seat_of Government. 

The practice of purchasing Indian children for slaves, isa trade 
carried om by ths Mexican population of New Mexica and California, 
These traders of Inte years have extended their traffie into the limits of 
this Territory. ‘This trade I have endeavored ta prevent; and this falh, 
apamat encounter a few of them in my travels, as Superintendent 
of Indian affairs, strictly prohibited their further trafic. The majority 
of them appeared satishell and after making a few exchanges of prop- 
erty in the settlements, returned to thoir own country; unforbunately, 
however, a few of them still determined to carry on their nefarious traf- 
fie; they have been arrested, and are now on their trial in this city, 

It is unaecessary perhaps for me ta indicate the true policy for Utah 
in regard to slavery. Restrictions of law and government make all 
servants, but human Sesh to be dealt in as property, is net consistent or: 
comprtible with tha true principles ef government. My ewm feclinga- 
are, that no property can or should be 1ecognized as existing in slaves,, 
either Indian or African. No person can purchase them without their 
becoming as free, so far as natural rights are concerned, as persong of 
any other color; under the present low and degraded situation of the In- 
dian race, so Jong as the practice of gambling away, selling, and-other- 
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wige disposing of their children; as also sacrificing prisoners, obtains 
among them, 1t seems indeed that any transfer would be to them a re- 
hef and a benefit. Many a life by this means ig saved, many a child 
redeemed fiom the thialdom of savage barbarity;and placed ypentan 
equal Tooting with the more favored portions of the human race, Lf in 
retmin for favors and eapense whieh may have been imcurred on their 
account, service should be considered due, it would become necessaiy 
that some law should provide the suitable regulations .under which all 
such indebtednesg should be defrayed. ‘This may. be said to present.& 
new feature if the traffic of human beings, it is essentially purchasing 
them into freedom, instead of slavery; but itis not the low, servilé 
drudgery of Mexican slavery,'to which I would doom them, not to be 
raised among beings scarcely superior to themselves, but where they 
could find that consideration peitaimng not only to civilized, but bu- 
mane and benevolent society. Steet p A > 
Se shall the benevolence of the human heart be called into action, to 
promote the improvement of the down-trodden race, whose fathers long 
swayed the destiny of empires, so shall the condition of the poor, for- 
lorn, destitute, ignorant savage, or African, as the case may be, become 
ameliorated, and a foundation laid for their advancement in the scale 
of useful, exalting existence, useful to themselves, to their nation, and 
all who shall come within the purview of their influence. cc ids 
Thus will a people be’ redeemed from servile bondage both mental 
and. physical, and placed upon a platform upon which they can build; 
and extend forth as far as their capability and natural rights will pers 
mit; their thraldom will no longer exist, although the seed of Cangan 
will inevitably carry the emse which was placed upon them, until thé 
same authority which placed it there, shall see proper to have it remoy~ 
ed. Service is necessary, it is honorable; it exiats in all countries, and 
has existed in all ages; it probably wall exist in some form in all, time tg 
come. ta ° 
« Jthas long since ceased to become a query with me, who were the 
most amenable to the laws of righteousness. those who through the in- 
strumentality of human power brought into servitude human beipgas 
who naturally were their own equals, or those actimg upon the princì= 
ple of nature’s law, brought into this position or situation, those who 
were naturally designed for that purpese, and whose capacities are 
more belitting that, than any other station m society. Thus, while 
servitude may and should exist, and that too upon those who are natur- 
ally designed to. occupy the position of “servant of servants,” yet we 
should not fall into tha A extreme, and make them as beasts of 
the field, regarding not the humanity which attaches to the colored. 
race; nor yet elevate them, as seme seem disposed, te an equality with 
thase whom Nature and Nature’s God has indicated to be their masters, 
their superiors; nor yet again drag into servitude through the circum- 
stance of penury or misfurtune, those our equals, peradventure of a, 
common parentage with ourselves; but rather let us build upon a foun- 
dation which the God of Nature has fuinished, observing the law of 
natural affection for our kind, and subserve the interest of our fellows 
by extending the principles of true liberty to all the children of men, in 
accordance with the designs of their Creator. 
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ork; duties that rightfully belong to themselves. .Unquostionably. it-is 
jmeritoriqus‘to be: industrious in Legislation, and not to prolong “the
